The application became abandoned on November 23, 2002, for 
failure to timely file a proper response to the Office letter 
mailed on October 22, 2002, which states that the previously 
filed reply appeared to be jbona fide, but was not fully 
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A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.137(a) must be accompanied by:

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responsive to the prior Office action. The Office communication 
mailed on October 22, 2002 set a one (1) -month shortened 
statutory period for reply. An untimely response was received on 
March 18, 2003. On November 5, 2003, an Office letter was mailed 
stating that the reply filed on March 18, 2003, was untimely, and 
that extensions of time were required. On November 18, 2003, 
Notice of Abandonment was mailed. 

The Director may revive an abandoned application if the delay in 
responding to the relevant outstanding Office requirement is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Director to be "unavoidable".^ 
Decisions on reviving abandoned applications on the basis of 
''unavoidable" delay have adopted the reasonably prudent person 
standard in determining if the delay was unavoidable: 

The word ^unavoidable' . . . is applicable to ordinary 
human affairs, and requires no more or greater care or 
diligence than is generally used and observed by 
prudent and careful men in relation to their most 
important business. It permits them in the exercise of 
this care to rely upon the ordinary and trustworthy 
agencies of mail and telegraph, worthy and reliable 
employees, and such other means and instrumentalities 
as are usually employed in such important business. If 
unexpectedly, or through the unforeseen fault or 
imperfection of these agencies and instrumentalities, 
there occurs a failure, it may properly be said to be 
unavoidable, all other conditions of promptness in its 
rectification being present."^ 

The showing of record is inadequate to establish unavoidable 
delay within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. § 133 and 37 CFR 1.137(a).^ 
Specifically, an application is "unavoidably" abandoned only 
where petitioner, or counsel for petitioner, takes all action 
necessary for a proper response to the outstanding Office action, 
but through the intervention of unforeseen circumstances, such as

In re Mattullath , 38 App. D.C. 497, 514-15 (1912) (quoting Ex parte Pratt , 1887 Dec.

Petitioner has provided no basis supporting a showing of 
unavoidable delay. The statements in the petition appear to be 
simply petitioner's interpretation of his communications with the 
examiner and arguments as to why petitioner believes the 
invention is patentable. 

As petitioner has provided no basis for a showing of unavoidable 
delay, the petition must be dismissed.
